Son’s ‘life risked’ 
by 999 call delay

A 16-YEAR-OLD who suffered a poten¬ 
tially life-threatening burst appendix 
booked a cab to take him to hospital 
after a 999 operator was unsure 
whether to send an ambulance. 

And what compounded the problem 
was that this happened days after he 
had been misdiagnosed with a simple 
infection. 

When Richard Lewis, of Butterworth 
Path, Luton, called the emergency serv¬ 
ices due to an agonising burning pain 
in his stomach, he was told his condi¬ 
tion was ‘not life-threatening’. 

His parents, who are unable to drive, 
rushed him via cab to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital where further tests 
confirmed he was in fact suffering from 
a gangrenous and burst appendix, and 
he underwent emergency surgery. 

That was on June 22 - three days after 
he had first attended the L&D after 
experiencing pains in his lower stom¬ 
ach, when he was directed to the on¬ 
site Urgent GP Clinic where he was 
diagnosed with a urine infection and 
prescribed with antibiotics. 

When Richard’s pain worsened over 
the following two days, his parents, 
Michael Lewis and Elizabeth Moskwa, 
called NHS Direct and say they were 
advised to let the antibiotics kick in. 

But within days Richard was experi¬ 
encing an intense pain in his stomach 
and his parents decided it was time to 
call an ambulance. 

Mr Lewis said: “I feel so guilty I knew 


something was wrong but I followed 
the advice of the professionals. 

“It’s awful knowing that this could have 
been a simple cosmetic keyhole surgery, 
but turned into a serious medical proce¬ 
dure. If we left it much longer, we could 
have lost him - it’s that serious.” 

While the ex-Stopsley High School 
pupil will not suffer any long-term 
health problems, he was forced to miss 
his leavers’ prom on Friday 
Jackie Hall, Operational Manager of 
the Urgent GP Clinic, which is run by 
Local Healthcare Solutions Ltd, said: “I 
can confirm that we have received a 


complaint from Mr Lewis but regret¬ 
tably it would be inappropriate for me 
to comment on individual cases. Please 
be assured the family are receiving any 
help and support they request.” 

An ambulance service spokesman said: 
“Calls are assessed in a similar way to 
A&E by our highly trained staff to ensure 
patients in immediately life-threatening 
situations such as strokes and cardiac 
arrests take necessary priority 

“While there was appendix pain, the 
patient was fully alert and breathing 
normally so was correctly identified as 
not immediately life-threatened and 


therefore passed to a nurse to carry out 
a more in-depth clinical assessment to 
ensure he got the correct response 
while still allowing those in the most 
need to be prioritised. 

“If, during this secondary assessment, 
the patient had presented with symp¬ 
toms of a burst appendix, the call 
would have received an emergency 
response with a 20-minute target. 

“However, as soon as the call handler 
explained there would be a call back so 
the right response could be deter¬ 
mined, the caller stated he would take 
the patient to hospital himself.” 


Probe into 

‘cheating’ 

allegations 

AN INVESTIGATION is being 
carried out following allega¬ 
tions that a member of staff at 
Barnfield College tampered 
with exam results to make the 
college look better at its 
recent Ofsted inspection. 

It is alleged the data of stu¬ 
dents who had failed exams 
was changed to show they 
had passed - an allegation 
which the college denies. 

A spokesman from the 
Skills Funding Agency (SFA), 
which funds and regulates 
adult further education, 
said: “We are aware of a com¬ 
plaint that was sent to Ofsted 
regarding Barnfield College. 

“The agency takes allega¬ 
tions of data manipulation 
very seriously and is looking 
into the matter.” 

A Barnfield College 
spokesman said: “This claim 
is totally unfounded and we 
are working in partnership 
with the SFA to investigate 
the individual responsible 
for deliberately creating this 
fictitious and wholly inaccu¬ 
rate story - it undermines 
the great work and achieve¬ 
ments of our students and 
staff. It is a real shame that 
one individual can create 
such a stir.” 

Barnfield College, which 
has campuses in New 
Bedford Road, Enterprise 
Way and York Street in Luton, 
was downgraded from ‘ous- 
tanding’ to ‘satisfactory’ in 
the latest Ofsted inspection, 
which started on April 23. 

An Ofsted spokesman said: 
“We do not have a formal 
role to investigate com¬ 
plaints made about colleges. 
Ofsted will refer the appro¬ 
priate information to the 
funding bodies.”

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Guilty of safety lapse 
that led to stab death

AN NHS trust and the former 
owner of a care home were 
facing heavy fines after a jury 
found them guilty of breach¬ 
ing health and safety regula¬ 
tions in connection with the 
death of a care worker five 
years ago. 

Kathleen Bainbridge was 
stabbed to death by a resident 
placed at the Abacus House 
care home, in Princes Street, 
Dunstable, where she worked. 

On Thursday a jury decided 
the Hertfordshire Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust, which 
placed bipolar sufferer 
Stephen Flatt in the home, 
had breached health and safe¬ 
ty rules. 

The jury also found 
Chelvanayagam Menna, 58, 
the former owner of Abacus 
House, guilty of contravening 
health and safety regulations 
and failing to ensure the safe¬ 
ty of staff and residents. 

Sentencing of both the trust 
and Mr Menna was adjourned 
until next month so Judge 
Michael Baker QC can be pro¬ 
vided with details of each 
defendant’s finances. 

Stephen Flatt arrived at 
Abacus House, which was a 
residential care home, in July 
of 2007 and the following 
month stabbed Mrs 
Bainbridge to death and seri¬ 
ously wounded another

woman carer. 

The Bed Placement Team of 
Hertfordshire Partnership 
NHS Foundation Trust had 
decided Flatt was suitable to 
go there despite the fact the 
trust had never used it before. 

Throughout the eight-week 
trial at Luton Crown Court the 
trust and Mr Menna were 
accused of breaching health 
and safety rules. 

Stephen Flatt had not been 
properly assessed before 
arriving at Abacus House, said 
the Crown. 

Staff, too, had concerns 
about him being there and 
shortly before she died Mrs 
Bainbridge is said to have 
made the comment about his 
quietness prior to the attack 
saying: “Let’s hope this is not 
the calm before the storm.”

The prosecution said he 
should never have been sent 
there because it was not 
geared up to treat and look 
after anyone with bipolar, 
which Flatt suffered from. 

Staff at the home were more 
used to dealing with people 
who had been involved in 
road accidents and suffered 
brain injuries or patients who 
had suffered a stroke or had 
problems due to alcohol or 
drug use. 

Flatt, from St Albans, could 
be aggressive and violent and 
in the past had carried offen¬ 
sive weapons. He had been 
known to exhibit sexually 
inappropriate behaviour to 
women. 

Abacus House, said the 
prosecution, was ‘completely 
unsuitable’ for Flatt. 


The trust was found guilty of 
contravening a health a safety 
regulation by failing to make a 
suitable assessment of the 
risk Flatt posed. 

It was also convicted of a 
second charge of failing to 
discharge a duty to ensure 
persons not in its employ¬ 
ment were exposed to risks to 
their health and safety. 

Menna, of Periwinikle Lane, 
Dunstable, was found guilty 
of contravening a health a 
safety regulation by failing to 
carry out a risk assessment 
and two charges of failing to 
discharge a duty. 

In early 2007 Flatt, who was 
55, was sectioned under the 
Mental Health Act and admit¬ 
ted to Albany Lodge in St 
Albans, a psychiatric unit run 
by the trust. 

He remained in an intensive 
care unit for two months and 
later that spring spent a num¬ 
ber of weeks in another psy¬ 
chiatric unit in St Albans 
before returning to Albany 
Lodge. 

Months later he was placed 
at Abacus House. 

■ A jury at Luton Crown 
Court in 2009 found Stephen 
Flatt to be responsible for 
killing 58-year-old Mrs 
Bainbridge. Flatt was unfit to 
enter a plea. He was detained 
indefinitely under the 
Criminal Procedures Insanity 
Act 1964.

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Student’s anger at 
photo ‘censorship’

A PHOTOGRAPHY student has blasted 
his college for ‘censoring’ an anti¬ 
monarchy picture from his final exhibi¬ 
tion.

“Had this been a photo of pro-Royal 
celebrations, I’ve no doubt it would not 
have been taken down.” 

A college spokesman said: “The college 
reserves the right to decide which pieces 
of work appear in the show.” 



Fightback begins over link road 



A CAMPAIGN has been 
started in opposition to 
the proposed North 
Luton bypass. 

Lynne Hammond, 
chairman of Streatley 
Parish Council, has 
handed out leaflets and 
started a Facebook group 
to protest against Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s 
plans to build a link road 
between the Ml and A6. 

The proposals form part 
of a Draft Development 
Strategy for Central 
Bedfordshire and, 
according to an authority 
agenda, aim to “ease 
movement in the 
northern part of Luton”. 

But Mrs Hammond 


believes if the road gets 
the go-ahead, the 
amount of traffic on the 
A6 will become 
“unbearable”. 

She said: “If these 


proposals go ahead, the 
link road will emerge on 
to the A6 at the Keech 
Hospice, but the A6 
traffic just here is already 
well-nigh impossible at 


peak time. Most traffic 
from the Ml will turn 
towards Luton - if it was 
bound for Bedford or 
beyond it would have 
gone on to Ml junctions 
12 or 13. 

“We’re talking, 
unbearable long delays 
every single week day.” 

Cllr Nigel Young said: 
“We welcome any 
comments from mem¬ 
bers of the public and 
other interested parties 
during the consultation 
until August 8.”

A 42-YEAR-OLD has been found 
guilty of burning down one of the 
best known landmarks in 
Dunstable - after being named 
by an alert newspaper reader. 

Richard Waters started a fire that 
completely destroyed the 
thatched Norman King pub last 
August. 

He was caught when an eagle- 
eyed reader of our sister paper, 
the LD Express, identified him to 
police. 

On Thursday, Waters, of Western 
Way, Dunstable, was facing a long 
sentence after a jury at Luton 
Crown Court convicted him of 
arson, being reckless as to 
whether life would be endan¬ 
gered. 

Sentence on Waters, who plead¬ 
ed not guilty, was adjourned to 
August for reports, including a 
psychiatric report. 

The jury heard how in August of 
last year the Grade II listed build¬ 
ing was in the process of being 
refurbished and was closed. 

CCTV cameras were installed at 
the premises as a security meas¬ 
ure following a failed arson 
attempt earlier that month. 

Will Noble, prosecuting, said the 
fire started around midnight and 
led to 50 people from neighbour¬ 
ing houses and the Old Palace 


Lodge Hotel next door being 
evacuated. 

Images from the CCTV hard 
drive showed a man with shoul¬ 
der length scruffy hair in a pony¬ 
tail sit down on a step at the front 
of the Norman King before rolling 
a cigarette and lighting it. The 
man struggled to get to his feet 
and then crouched down again. 

The jury was told he then took a 
swig from a bottle, glanced up at 
the roof and moved away, return¬ 
ing six minutes later. 

Police also had sightings of the 
man they claimed to be the arson¬ 
ist leaving the nearby Nag’s Head 
minutes before the fire started.

Back office option 
for police reviewed

MEMBERS of Bedfordshire 
Police Authority pulled back 
from ‘jumping off a cliff’. But 
they are still looking over the 
edge. 

On Thursday the authority met 
to discuss the option of privatis¬ 
ing all the back-office functions of 
Bedfordshire Police Force. 

These functions, and the staff, 
would be outsourced to G4S on a 
long term contract, in collabora¬ 
tion with Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire police forces. 

After a lengthy debate it was 
finally agreed to consider the 
option of outsourcing the back 
office but also to look at an alter¬ 
native option, which has yet to be 
specified. 

It was also agreed that no final 
decision would be taken until the 
new Police Commissioner is 
elected in November. 

The meeting began with the 
case against outsourcing put by 
Andy Mudd of APSE, speaking on 
behalf of Unison. 

Mr Mudd said: “This is all about 
cost reduction, not improving the 
service. It is not so much an evi¬ 
dence-based approach as a never 
mind the evidence-based approach. 

“Expect it to go wrong and 
recognise that once you go down

this route it cannot be changed 
back without great cost and dis¬ 
ruption. That being so, why go for 
the jumping off a cliff option?” 

Chief Constable Alfred Hitch¬ 
cock said: “We are here to fight 
crime and protect the public. This 
we are doing. But we need to bal¬ 
ance the budget, which means 
saving at least another £7 million 
on top of the £12 million already 
saved. I was initially opposed to 
this idea. 

“But the alternative, plan B, 
would mean job losses of 170-190 
people, many of whom would be 


from the front line. I therefore rec¬ 
ommend that we look at the full 
business case of outsourcing 
these roles to G4S.” 

Authority member Penny 
Fletcher said: “The public have 
not been consulted on this con¬ 
tract. The Lincolnshire contract is 
worth £200 million over ten years, 
so we are talking a lot of money. I 
think the incoming Commissioner 
should make this decision and will 
need a thought out plan B, so he 
or she can make a proper choice.” 

This view was supported by sev¬ 
eral other members, including 
Colleen Atkins, Martin Pantling 
and Doreen Gurney. 

Iain Mackilligan also agreed. He 
said: “At the moment we have 
plan A, which is outsourcing and 
plan B, which is the catastrophic 
option. We need to look at a viable 
alternative to outsourcing.” 

After much debate the resolu¬ 
tion was amended to build a com¬ 
plete business case for outsourc¬ 
ing, a complete business case for 
another option and that the final 
decision be taken by the incom¬ 
ing Police and Crime 
Commissioner. This was agreed 
without opposition. 

The two forces with whom 
Bedfordshire collaborates, Hert¬ 
fordshire and Cambridgeshire, 
both agreed this week to build a 
case just for outsourcing.

Forget accountability when 
our services are privatised 


T HERE is a mantra from right- 
wing Governments about 
the need to reduce the size of 
the state. 

While the idea may sound 
appealing, it is one that has rarely 
succeeded in modern times. 

Where they have been much 
more successful is in privatising the 
state. In recent years, ‘Conservative’ 
administrations across the globe 
have been busy outsourcing many 
of the most sensitive and core 
functions of government. This has 
often happened without any public 
debate. Also, that other right wing 
mantra - competition - has been 
completely ignored. Public services 
are run for profit, not the public 
good, and the state bankrolls 
corporate capitalism. 

The aim is the elimination of 
public services as publicly owned, 
complete freedom for the 
corporate world and as little social 
spending as is possible. 

Accountability and openness 
often go out of the window as the 
link between the services and 
public representatives are broken. 
This is what is happening in the rest 
of the world, and is now heading for 
the EU and the UK. So it comes as 
no surprise that we find all the 
backroom services of our police 
forces look like being privatised. 

This is a proposal by Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and Cambridgeshire 
Police Authorities, who currently 
collaborate on much of their work. 
The proposal is taken against a 
backcloth of needing to save some 
£70 million in the next four years 
and seems the least painful way of 
achieving that. The company 


preferred is G4S - previously 
known as Group 4 Security. 

There has been no public debate 
on whether this is a good idea, 
which has even worried some 
Police Authority members. 

There has been no public 
tendering process, or any 
competition to see who would be 
the best provider, something public 
bodies are forced to do on most 
work they procure. 

So if you want a company to 
maintain the public lavatories, a 
rigorous process of competitive 
tendering has to be undergone. 

If you want someone to take over 
much of the support work of our 
police forces, they are just picked. 

And the contract will be worth 
several hundred million pounds. 

I cannot tell you exactly how 
much. We did ask but were told it 
was commercially confidential. 

And of course the Freedom of 
Information Act does not apply to 
private companies. You can’t Fol 
G4S. We discovered this when the 
old Bedfordshire County Council 
did the same a few years ago, 
hiring a company called HBS. 

The council eventually cancelled 
the contract, but not until there 
had been a few years of collective 
misery for all concerned. 

This is an autocratic approach for 
which governments and police 
forces have rightly been criticised 


in the past. The public and the 
police staff appear to have little or 
no say on how our police force is 
to be run. 

G4S states it is only going to do 
the support work for the police 
forces but it is a global security 
company, not a bunch of chartered 
accountants, so watch this space.lt 
is interesting to note, that, 
although we have not had a 
chance to say what we think of 
this, we have been promised 
elected Police Commissioners. 

These will be voted for in 
November, after any proposals 
have been fleshed out. So first 
the case is made, then the 
democracy. 

G4S says it will provide support 
services more effectively and at a 
lower cost. With more than 1,000 
members of staff affected, you 
can guess what that means. 

This proposal may be good for 
G4S and for the Exchequer, at least 
in the short term. I doubt whether it 
will good for policing, or 
accountability, or our democratic 
values. 

And it is highly unlikely to be good 
for the staff affected. 

It is a sign of the times though, so 
expect more of the same. Robocop 
could soon be coming to your 
town, along with private healthcare, 
private education and private 
what’s left of the welfare state

AQUATieg 

in the World? 
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Agency drafted in 
to help homeless

A THIRD sector agency has been 
brought in by the council to in a 
bid to reduce homelessness and 
help people live independently in 
their own homes. 

Penrose, which has a resource 
centre based at Victoria House in 
Victoria Street, Luton, is replacing 
14 Luton Borough Council housing 
support services to cover vulnera¬ 
ble people, including those with 
complex needs. 

Penrose staff will support those 
in temporary accommodation as 
well as within people’s own homes 
to prevent them from becoming 
homeless in the first place or hav¬ 
ing to access residential or higher 
need care services. 

They will provide them with a 


housing-related support package 
to help stabilise their lives and pro¬ 
mote independence. 

The council said this is ‘a critical 
area of delivering our homeless¬ 
ness strategy in Luton’. 

Penrose is not replacing the 
Supporting People (SP) 
Programme, which was a funding 
stream which changed in 2011. It is 
replacing 14 services, many of 
which the council said ‘were dupli¬ 
cating services and not fully meet¬ 
ing the wider needs’. Until now, the 
council has been using 14 different 
external support service providers 
at a cost of more than £l.lm. Many 
were inherited at the beginning of 
the SP Programme in 2003 and 
they had not been through a rigor¬ 
ous tendering process. 

In 2009/10, the council under¬ 
took a review of the services which 


identified that needs and wishes of 
vulnerable people had changed. 

This resulted in the commission¬ 
ing of the new floating support 
services, and Penrose, which has 
run a range of support services 
over the past 40 years working with 
various groups of clients who are at 
risk of homelessness or who have a 
range of complex needs, won the 
contract, which begins today. 

Twenty-five external staff from 
the existing services are currendy 
being offered employment under 
TUPE arrangements. 

A ‘welcome’ event for those who 
use services will be held at 
Penrose’s Victoria House centre on 
Wednesday following on from a 
variety of events which have been 
run to explain to other referring 
agencies the way to enable their 
clients to access the service.

Teams tackle litter problem

Concern over 
seized homes

A NEW report shows that 
Luton is the third highest 
postcode area in the 
country for the number 
of court-ordered house 
repossessions. 

The analysis, by char¬ 
tered surveyors e.surv, 
showed there were 27 
repossessions per 10,000 
households in the second 
half of 2011 in the LU post¬ 
code - much higher than 


the national average of 15. 

Luton also bucks a 
national trend, being one 
of only three areas in the 
south that made it into the 
‘top ten’. 

Stephanie McAllister, 
from the Citizens Advice 
Bureau (CAB) in Luton, 
said: “We have seen an 
increase in clients attend¬ 
ing the Bureau with pos¬ 
session proceedings for 
eviction. 

“Since January 2012, more 
than 50 clients have pre¬ 


sented with possession pro¬ 
ceedings for owner-occu¬ 
pied properties and nearly 
80 clients for rented.” 

Luton South Labour MP 
Gavin Shuker said: 
“People are facing increas¬ 
ing unemployment, a 
higher cost of living and 
cuts to services which, 
with Government fund¬ 
ing, had previously been 
able to help people in 
these terrible situations. 

“This Government is fail¬ 
ing the people of Luton.” 


MORE than 50 volunteers 
gathered to clean up the 
Leagrave neighbourhood 
in a display of community 
spirit and cohesion. 

The groups, led by 
Muhammed Muhit Miah 
from Luton Islamic 
Community Forum, and

The Olympic Torch Relay is coming to Dunstable early on Monday 9 July. 

Join us for this once-in-a-lifetime occasion to see the Olympic Flame and 
cheer on our inspirational Torchbearers. 


When and where you can see the Torch 

Starting at 7.29am at the Skimpot Road (Tesco) roundabout, torchbearers will carry the 
Flame from the A505 Luton Road to High Street North. 

Celebrations will focus on High Street North. Lloyds TSB will have early morning 
activities and entertainment before the Torch Relay. 

At 8.05am the Torch Relay will end at the French's Avenue junction. 


Getting there - Walk or cycle if you can as road 
closures will make travel by car or public transport 
difficult. If you're coming by car start out early and 
get to Dunstable by 6.30am to avoid disappointment. 
There will be free parking in all council-run Dunstable 
car parks until 10am on 9 July. 

Safety -Help make this a safe event by not leaving 
bags or belongings unattended. Report any suspicious 
items to an event steward or a police officer. 

Think about home safety and make sure you lock 
doors and windows if you're out watching the event. 
Road closures - The whole Torch Relay route will 
be closed to traffic in advance of the event: 

• From 6.45am High Street North (A5) will 
be fully closed until about 9am. 

• From 7.00am Luton Road (A505) will 

be closed. This is likely to be a rolling road 
closure to slow down traffic behind the 
Torch Relay - but it may be fully closed on 
the day if there is a big crowd. 

• The Ml slip road at Junction 11 will be 
closed for a very short period of time to 


coincide with the Torch Relay. For timings 
check the Highways Agency web site 
www. h i g h ways. g o v. u k. 

• Buses will take alternative routes while 
roads are closed. Buses for Luton stop at 
either The Square or Sainsbury's. Please 
see notices at bus stops. 

Severe traffic congestion is expected and 
public transport will be disrupted. Our advice 
is to avoid travel in and around Dunstable 
from 6.45am to 9am. Be prepared for delays 
throughout the morning while traffic clears. 

Plan ahead - If you live or work in Dunstable 
think about how the road closures will affect: 

• Travel to school, work or appointments 

• Home deliveries 

• Waste collections (affected homes have 
already been notified)

Balance of power 
returns to tenants 


SINCE 2007, landlords of houses 
and flats have been legally 
obliged to ‘protect' their tenants’ 
rent and security deposits. 

Deposits must either be paid 
into an authorised scheme or be 
registered and insured with such 
a scheme. 

The requirements initially had 
to be met within a tight timescale 
of 14 days after taking the 
deposit. 

In default, a landlord could not 
serve a valid possession notice on 
the tenant, and the tenant could 
ask the court to make the land¬ 
lord pay an automatic penalty 
amounting to three times the 
amount of the deposit. 

Tenants’ advisers and consumer 
agencies were quick to advise 
tenants of the statutory provi¬ 
sions, and many landlords were 
caught out. 

The courts however then gave

successive interpretative deci¬ 
sions watering down the strict 
requirements to the point where 
landlords could comply late with 
little penalty, or even not comply 
at all after the tenancy had ended. 

The Government has now acted 
to give this law its teeth back. 

From April 6, 2012, by the 
Localism Act 2011 the law has 
been considerably tightened up. 

The only good news for land¬ 
lords is that they now have 30 
days from when they receive the 
deposit, rather than 14 as before. 

But the consequences of not 
being in full compliance within 
that period are now applied 
much more strictly. 

Even if landlords comply late, 
they will still be liable to pay ten¬ 
ants a penalty of between one 
and three times the amount of 


deposit. Furthermore, it appears 
that landlords will not be able to 
serve a possession notice without 
first returning the deposit to the 
tenants. 

And the loophole previously 
identified by the courts of allow¬ 
ing landlords off the hook once 
the tenancy had actually ended 
has now been closed. 

So, the hard edges of the deposit 
regime have been reinstated and 
this is a real and immediate risk 
area for landlords. 

Landlords must comply at the 
right time or face punitive conse¬ 
quences.

That performance, 
unlike some VXRs of yore, is genuinely 
exploitable too, with a broad torque 
plateau and a three-stage Active Ride 
system that works very well.But is it an 
easy car to fall in love with? That's a 
very different question. At no point 
during the drive did it tug at my heart 


strings in the way that a Megane 265 
might, lever started pondering how 
much trouble I'd be in if I arrived 
home having put a deposit down on 
one and I questioned why this was 
the case. It's well equipped, it's a 
lovely shape, it offers a great blend 
of ride, handling and sheer oomph 
and it's not overly showy. Perhaps it 
lacks that last couple of per cent t 
hat separate the very good from the 
great. Talking to some of the madly 
passionateengineers in charge of the 
project, I left in no doubt that if those 
last couple of per cent aren't quite 
there now, they'll be along shortly. 
This is one to watch.

MERVYN Turner believes that 
Bobby George is already capable 
of stepping up to the next level 
and fighting for titles ahead of the 
Luton boxer’s clash with Jevgenijs 
Kirillovs in Norwich on Saturday. 

The 2004 Olympic bronze 
medalist continued his impressive 
start to his career with a perform¬ 
ance that was as one sided as it 
gets, without knocking his oppo¬ 
nent out, when he beat Arek Malek 
over six rounds at the Bedford 
Corn Exchange in May. 

Light welterweight George (6(3)- 
0) now puts his unbeaten record 
on the line against well-travelled 
Latvian Kirillovs (11 (8)-14-1), who 
last time out pulled off something 
of an upset when he beat rising 
prospect Liam Richardson on 
points. 

Shamrock Boxing head Turner is 
expecting a stiff test for his 
Bulgarian-born charge, but has 
been impressed with his rapid 
progression. 

“Bobby is already at champi¬ 
onship level, which I know is a 
bold statement to make,” he said. 
“He’s been sparring with Liam 
Walsh, who is the current 
Commonwealth [super feather¬ 
weight] champion, and we’ve 
been going all over the country 
sparring with some top oppo¬ 
nents. What he needs to do now is 
start getting the rounds under his 
belt. This is going to be a good test 
for him because Kirillovs will 
come to fight. 

“He is a good lad, he’s better than 
his record suggests and in his last 
fight he beat Liam Richards, who 
before that had won 11 and lost 
two and is a good prospect.” 

This will be George’s fourth bout 
in as many months and Turner is 
keen for the 29-year-old to be in 
action at least every six weeks as 
he builds towards a potential title 
showdown later this year. 

Assuming everything goes to 
plan against Kirillovs, the aim is to 
get the stylish pugilist doing battle 


for a belt within his next two con¬ 
tests.

bloke so I wish him all the best. Hopefully I 
can live up to what he did at the club. That’s 
something to look up to but I’m proud of 
how many games I’ve played already. 
Hopefully there are plenty more to come.” 

But Howells admitted that the honour of 
being Luton’s longest serving current star 
comes with its pressures. 

“I’ve got to step up the mark now,” he 
said. “I’m still learning and I take a lot from 
the older pros, but I’ve played a lot of 
games and I don’t think there are many at 
my age that have as many appearances.” 

Last season saw Howells’ contribution to 
the Hatters’ cause recognised by Wales 
who handed him his first cap for the 
under-21 side - one of only two players 
from the Blue Square Bet Premier to get 
selected. He appeared four times in total 
for the young Dragons and played in 
European Championship qualifiers - a 
marker that did not go unnoticed. 

With rumoured interest from Football 
League clubs, keen to snare the out-of- 
contract youngster, Howells revealed his 
head was never turned. 

“When Luton offered me a new deal and I 
was over the moon,” he said. 

“At Wembley [in May’s play-off final defeat 
to York City] I was playing for my contract. 
Us losing really hurt because I really 
thought it was our year. 

“From then I just had a bit of time off but 
all along I knew I was going to play for 
Luton. A three-year deal at Luton Town is 
something you can’t turn down. 

“A lot of clubs are releasing players these 
days. There was no doubt from my part. 

I’ve always wanted to play for the club. Paul 
Buckle is a good manager and I want to 
play for him.” 

But despite staying in the non-league for 
another year, Howells was quick to point 
out that he has lofty ambitions, saying: “I do 
want to play higher in my career, like any 
professional footballer would. It didn’t happen 
last season but I think it will in the next one. 
We’ve brought in some top signings and with 
the great support we’ve got, I think this year 
could be ours to win the title.” 

And after Stevenage and then Crawley 
both secured back-to-back promotions out 
of the Conference, Howells thinks that at 
the end of his new three-year deal, Town 
could see themselves back in the 
Championship. 

“I think we’ve got the potential to do it,” 
the midfielder said, adding: “If we can go up 
this year then I think we can do again and 
then, who knows?” 

Howells will report back for the first day

PAUL Buckle is targeting two more 
new signings but admitted he’s not 
desperate to add new faces. 

Defender Garry Richards became 
the Luton Town manager’s fifth 
acquisition of the off-season earlier 
this week, while the outstanding 
contract negotiations with current 
stars have also been brought to a 
conclusion.

“We’ve had a lot of success in sign¬ 
ing the players that we want and I’m 
happy with what we’ve got. 

We 
haven’t got a massive squad, which is 
what I wanted. 

“If the season was starting tomor¬ 
row I would be fairly happy. 

“I’m going to ease off it a bit now 
but there’s always a second part to it. 

“A week or two into pre-season a lot 
of clubs shuffle the pack again, when 
players come back and they’re not 
quite in the plans. 

“There will be players available. I 


know one or two now but it’s just a 
waiting game.” 

There could still be movement in 
the other direction with Buckle hint¬ 
ing that Dean Beckwith could be next 
out the exit door. 

“Dean Beckwith wants to play and I 
understand that, but if he decided he 
wanted to move on, I couldn’t see 
myself signing another centre half. 

“I would go into bat with [Janos] 
Kovacs, Richards and [Alex] Lacey 
and I think that’s fair.” 

And after reports linked midfielder 
Andre Boucaud with a move to 


Mansfield Town, the manager 
revealed he has fielded enquiries on 
a number of his players. 

“I’ve had some phone calls on a few 
of our boys, Buckle said, adding: “I’ve 
had some calls about Andre, Dean 
and quite a lot of the boys. 

“I’ve got a good relationship with all 
the players. 

“They want to play and if one of 
them asked if they’d be in my starting 
11, I’ll give them a truthful answer. 

“I want everyone energised but 
there’s every chance that there will be 
movement before the season starts.”
